Army Developing Career Plan 
For Civilian Field Employees 


ployee Career Plan, it was initiated 
by Hugh M. Milton H, Assistant 
Secretary of the Army for man- 
power and reserve affairs. 

Still under development, the 
plan is now being examined by 
major commanders who will make 
recommendations on adopting it as 
proposed or on changing it.

Department of the Army circular 
is being prepared which will ex- 
plain in detail and clarify the pro- 
visions of the law’and who is af- 
fected by it.

Though this seems to be adding 
service for men now in the Army, 
officials point. out. that in fact, 
this represents a compromise be- 
tween one possible interpretation 
of the Reserve Forces Act, which 
requires eight years service from 
ROTC graduates, and what they

The service requirement camé to 
light as Change 2 to AR 145-95. 
This does not cover service re- 
quired of prior service individuals. 
It concerns reservists and nonprior 
service ROTC candidates.

Children’s payments will be 
made in equal shares. If a child 
reaching age 18 is in college, com- 
pensation continues until age 21. 
If the child is incapable of self 
support, while under age 18, com- 
pensation will continue past 18 and 
will be increased by $25 per 
month, 

In .addition to these VA pay- 
ments, the children will be eligible 
for income from social security 
(see next week). 

There are two special “chil- 
dren’s” payment provisions under 
the dependency and indemnity 
compensation section. Both apply 
to a living widow and take care 
of situations arising because of 
termination of social security pay- 
ments to a child attaining age 18: 

1. Widow with child (of her de- 
ceased husband) who has attained 
18 and who, while under 18, be- 
came permanently incapable of 
self-support, shall receive an extra 
$70 monthly. This is in addition 
to the widow’s regular “$112 plus 
12 percent.” _.. 

2. Widow with child who attains 
18 while attending school gets an 
extra $35, until age 21. 


VA DEPENDENCY and indem- 
nity compensation under the new 
law is 
sliding scale based upon the par- 
ents’ income. Furthermore, this 
is payable whether or not there 
is a widow or a child eligible, The 
amounts for dependent parents are 
found in the accompanying charts. 

VA will require parents to file 
annual income statements. Further-

Basic requirement for qualifying 
for the new VA dependency and 





indemnity compensation is 
from line of duty or from disa- 
bility compensable under VA laws. 
This applies to widows’, children’s 
and parents’ payments. VA makes 
the determination of service con- 
nection.

THE NEW LAW and policies 
contain special gimmicks relating 
to VA dependency and indemnity 
compensation, including: 

Built-in relief clause. This per- 
mits VA to waive erroneous pay- 
ments or overpayments. 

© VA on and after Jan. 1 will 
send application forms for indem- 
nity compensation to survivors of 
servicemen and veterans. An appli- 
cation for indemnity compensation 
to VA will serve as an application 
for social security death benefits 
and vice versa, Proofs submitted 
with the claim would, as necessary, 
be made available to the other 
agency. 

© For current survivors now re- 
ceiving “free insurance” payments 
($92.90 for 130 months), the new 
VA dependency and indemnity 
compensation rates will be paid 
ONLY if the survivor surrenders 
the right to such insurance pay- 
ments. 

However, a survivor can con- 
tinue receiving the $92.90 together 
with the preJan. 1 VA widow's 
compensation; then when the 
$92.90 payments run out she may 
take the new VA compensation. 

® Any current survivors receiv- 
ing NSLI or USGLI payments can 
continue to receive them and get 
the new VA dependency and in- 
demnity payments in addition. 

® Cohabitation Clause. No de- 
pendenty and indemnity compensa- 
tion shall be paid a widow “unless 
she continuously cohabited with 
her husband from date of mar- 
riage to the date of death except 
where there was a separation due 
to the misconduct of . . . the hus- 
band without fault on her part.” 


GENERALLY SPEAKING the 
new VA dependency and indem- 
nity payments are larger than the 


is superseded Jan. 1, but the so- 
called “free” insurance will end. 

At first glance, this would seem 
to decrease the widow’s benefits. 
But it must be borne in mind that 
the $92.90 a month of the free in- 
‘surance gives out after 10 years. 
The new law’s higher indemnity 
payments go on until death or re- 
marriage, 

Whether a widow gets more or 
less under the new law than un- 
der the old depends largely on 
when she remarries, If she lives 
many years a widow, she is a 
net gainer under the new law. 
The higher indemnity more than 
makes up for the $10,000 free in- 
surance. 

The grade of the deceased hus- 
band makes a big difference, too. 
The present VA indemnity, plus the 
$92.90, only comes to $163 a month, 
even while the $92.90 lasts. For 
many grades the widows benefit 
under the new law exceeds this 
‘figure to start with—and lasts for 
her unremarried life. 

The total new package (includ- 
ing social security) improves dis- 
tribution of benefits over the sur- 
vivor’s life span. This more even 
spread is underscored in the ac- 
companying examples of an E-5 
and 0-5, 


As for partially relating VA de 
pendency and indemnity compensa- 
tion to pay of the serviceman, De- 
fense feels this is only fair. Re- 
tirement pay is on that basis, only 
more s0.

adoption by their sponsors of the “long view.” In spite of 
some criticism from tlfose hurt by short term irregularities, 
the Officer Augmentation Program and the Military Construc- 
tion Program seem to be two of the best the Army is now 
putting into effect. 

The excellence of both these programs rests largely in 
the fact that they represent planning ahead—far ahead. 

The Augmentation program is based on a Regular Army 
of 49,500 officers plus nurses and warrant officers, a total 
that will approach 60,000. 

The Military Construction Program is based on a perma- 
nent peacetime Army of roughly 60,000-plus officers, nurses 
and warrant officers on active duty and 500,000-plus enlisted 
men. Since the program is concerned with “permanent” con- 
struction—designed to last more than 30 years—at this time 
it looks ahead to the needs of the Army of 1986. 

Army Times has received and presented editorially a 
few letters taking issue with the position adopted by the Army 
on service credit for those already Regulars. This is the 
Augmentation Program’s most ‘controversial area. Only two 
of these letters seemed to be based on valid hurt. They were 
from men who are in a small group—not more than 800—who 
lost out on promotions in 1950. 

This group is certainly hurt. But there is no way now. pf 
giving them profitable redress. And against this must 
balanced the fact that the program as proposed will prevent 
serious injury to thousands. 

The housing program— including both family quarters 
and quarters for individuals without families—has also been 
criticized. There is not enough. It is coming too slowly. Ad- 
ministrative and legislative delays are hurting many now in 
the Army. 

_ But to balance this, there is a soundly reasoned program, 
accepted by the administration and by Congress, which will 
alleviate and housing conditions for career personnel over 
the next few. years. 

All the preceding is by way of introduction. 

Many of the Army’s problems today, we believe, arise 
from the fact that no long view has been adopted in efforts 
to reach their solution. Individuals proposing and approving 
solutions, though they should keep the big picture in mind, 
do not do so. In almost every case, we believe that this is the 
result of “the system.” 

This system requires that staff action oSicers arrive for 
a Department of the Army assignment with little practical, 
high level background in the field in which they are to work. 
They are presented problems, many of which have been 
studied and “solved” over a period of nearly as long as the 
Army is old. Immediate ‘‘new” solutions are demanded. 

But the tour is only three years and there is little likeli- 

hood that the staff officer will return to the same problem 
area. Solutions proposed, therefore, are expedients, designed 
to “make the problem go away for now.” And the reason is 
that it is not part of the job of most action officers to take 
into consideration the effects of their proposals in the long 
ryn. 
' The result is that the morale of the whole Army is 
weakened as individuals find themselves stymied because of 
a promotion policy, for example, that worked for a wartime 
Army. of seven million but didn’t take into account the fact 
that after war a.peacetime establishment is many ‘times 
smaller, 

Other individuals find that they have been trained in 
skills for which there is either no peacetime demand or for 
which the demand has grown less as the needs of the Army 
change. Jobless in their fields of particular skill, they. float 
from one job to another in the Army, improper trained 
and poorly motivated, until they finally decide to seek a ¢areer 
—or at least an interesting job—as civilians. -—.

ABERDEEN PROVING GD., 
Md.—The Army Times’ article re-

They felt that what was 
most important was that the coun- 
try was benefiting from a more 
complete use of its scientific re- 
sources. 

Offering a GI his own job as a

higher civilian pay is typical of 
the type of thinking prevalent in 
the Army today. Just because an 
individual benefits from such a 
loophole does not necessarily 
mean that ‘it is wrong, unfair or 
even unpatriotic. 

The S&P program was instituted 
to use, what is probably our na- 
tion’s. most valuable resource, the 
scientific and technological train- 
ing of its people. However, from 
the moment one enters the S&P 
program he realizes that this use 
will be small, for even if he is as- 
signed tu a job to which he is 
ideally suited, he is considered 
first a soldier and then:a scientist. 
In the 74% months that I have been 
at Aberdeen Proving Ground the 
amount of time spent on military 
duties has ranged from 25 percent 
to as high as 40 percent of the 
work week.

But it will do ait more than 
that. It will provide a shorter, 
safer rail link between the U.S.S.R. 
and Red China. 


There are now two such links 
and this new route will be the 
third—which is significant if we 
recall that a few months ago 
there was only one Russian- 
Chinese rail connection and that 
one ran along the coast of the 
Gulf of Pohai, where any roving 
destroyer could interrupt it by 
gunfire 

Recently, a railroad across the 
Mongolian desert from Ulan Ude 
on the Trans-Siberian Railway to 
Peiping was opened, making a sec- 
ond and far less vulnerable link. 
And now the “short line,” follow- 
ing the historic track of the silk 
caravans, is being rapidly pushed 
toward completion. 

It has already reached the oil- 
fields at Yumen, 500 miles west 
of its starting point at Lanchow, 
and may be completed by 1958. 

It is-of considerable strategic 
interest to observe that as the land 
communications between Russia 
and China are thus being tripled, 
the United States is busily engaged

With- 
out serious heavy industry them- 
selves, they are dependent on Rus- 
sia for industrfal support. 

If war came, they would have 
small chance of getting enough 
over the one railway which was 
all they had until recently.

It is probable that the almost 
hopelessly ‘isolated: situation of 
these ports, from which any serious 
invasion of Formosa would have 
to be launched, was a determining 
factor in- Peiping’s backdown from 
its threat to “liberate” Formosa at 
all costs. The threat, of course, 
may be merely deferred in execu- 
tion—the new rail line may bolster 
Peiping’s confidence. 

Altogether, the Chinese railroad 
program is perhaps the major: key 
to Chinese economic progress and 
strategic mobility as well. Even 
with the new lines, it should be

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still a sparse one and serjously 
open to air attack at junction 
pelats, 7 * . 


THE FEWER railroad lines a 
country has, the greater the. pro- 
portionate importance of each one 
and the greater the proportionate 
damage to long-haul traffic, which 
can be accomplished by well-di- 
rected air operations.

Reservist Finds 
Fragment of Jap 
Air-Berne Bomb 


FORT LEWIS, Wash.—A Fort 
Lewis lieutenant was in Klamath 
Falls, Ore. recently investigating 
what may be a left-over pit of 
World War II. 

Discovery by an Army reserve 
officer of a mechanism suspected 
to be part of balloon-carried Japa- 
nese bomb sent ordnance disposal 
expert, Ist Lt. J. F. Engle, hurry- 
ing south.

Former CO 
Back Again 
As Sergeant 


FORT LEWIS, Wash. — ‘There’s 
a loud- difference between the 
purr of reconnaissance aircraft 
and the roar of the twin-engined 
P-38 fighter planes of War II. 

MSgt. Harry W. Hokanson, post 
aviation section operations ser- 
geant, has been close to both here. 

Twelve years ago, Hokanson was 
commanding officer of Gray Field, 
now the home of light fixed-wing 
Army planes and helicopters but 
then_a standby Air Corps field un- 
der McChord jurisdiction. 

Although he carried only gold 
bars on his shoulders, he {ived in 
field grade officers’ quarters by 
virtue of his job as airfield com- 
mander.

At first, the results were dis- 
couraging. Kelsey and his brother 
were particularly interested in 
finding the site of an old corral, 
where it is thought the money is 
hidden.

The new methods of marking 
have been developed by the Army’s 
Engineer Research and Develop- 
ment Laboratories ‘at Fort Bel- 
voir, Va. 

The system, tested successfully 
on the Greenland ice cap, consists 
of two parallel wires and a vehicu- 
lar mounted radio-type receiver. 
An alternating current is fed into 


j the wires, which are buried be- 


neath the snow on either side of 
the trail, marking the route elec- 
trically. 

The receiver on a tracked ve- 
hicle, the “Weasel,” detects the 
current in the wires. Indicators in 
the vehicle give the driver his po- 
sition within the trail. Warning de- 
vices give the driver an alarm 
when the vehicle gets out of bounds 
and crosses a trail wire.

Bridged over slightly with snow, 
crevasses are dangerous even in 
good visibility.

Army Copter 


Pilots Going 
To Air Show 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla. — 
Army helicopter pilots wh estab- 
lished new world’s records announ- 
ced recently by the Department 
of the Army will participate: in 
the Army portion of the National 
Aircraft Show here Sept. 1-2-3. 

Flying an Army H-34 Sikorsky 
July 12 over a course bordering a 
section of the southern Connecticut 
shore, Army aviators set new rec- 
ords for closed circuits of 100, 500, 
and 1000 kilometers. 

‘The old records had stood for 
upward to 10 years. 

The . were Capt. Claude 
B, Hargett and Capt. Ellis D. Hill. 
They set marks of 14 1.9 miles 
per hour for the 100 kilometer 
course; 136 miles per hour for the 
500. kilometer course; and 132.6 
miles per hour for the 1000 kilo- 
meter course. Previous records for 
the same distances were 122.7 miles 
per hour set in 1949 by a Sikorsky 
8-52; 66.6 miles per hour by a 
French SE3-120 in 1952; and the 
same miles per hour, 66.6, set by 
a Sikorsky R-5 in 1946. 

The H-34. helicopter is assigned 
to Board Number Six, Continential 
Army Command, Fort Rucker, Ala. 
Special speed runs were conducted 
by this test board under the super- 
vision of Mr. Charles S. Logsdon 
of the National Aeronautical As- 
sociation. The records are subject 
to confirmation and acceptance by 
the Federation Aeronautique In- 
ternationale, which is represented 
in the U.S. by the National 
Aeronautical Association. 

Recent reports indicate that the 
US.S.R. flew the 500 kilometer 
course at a speed of 116.3 miles 
per hour, approximately 20 miles 
per hour slower than ‘the U.S. 
achievement. the U.S.S.R. “hound” 
helicopter’ record has yet to be 
authenticated by the Federation 
Aeronautique Internationale of 
Paris, France, the worldwide 
governing body for sporting avia- 
tion. The stock production model 
H-34 is known commercially as the 
Sikorsky S-58.

DUGWAY PROVING GROUND, Utah.—An emergency 
call from the Department of Agriculture’s Forestry Service 
to the Chemical Corps installation at Dugway Proving 
Ground for help in evacuating a woman who had suffered a 
serious heart attack and partial paralysis while camped in 
an almost inaccessible region of the Uintas Mountains, re- 
sulted in a hazardous and- dramatic air rescue recently. 


The emergency.arose when Mrs. 
Evelyn Lamon, 50, of Cedarhurst, 
N.Y. had a heart attack and lost 
partial use of her limbs and 
speech after her party of 21 had 
hiked 11,000 feet into the Light- 


ning Lake wilderness about 20 
miles from the nearest habitation.

ALTHOUGH she needed im- 
mediate medical attention, Mrs. 
Lamon was in no condition to be 
brought out in a stretcher through 
the rough terrain and steep moun- 


After being told of the need for 
action Col. Donald D. Bode, Dug- 
way commander, called in CWO 
Edward Bryant, helicopter pilot, 
and veteran of Korea flying res- 
cue missions in which he evacu- 
ated 447 wounded. 

Bryant said of his rescue work: 
“After SP3 Ervin Cain and I were 
briefed by the Utah Air National 
Guard, we took off in the helicop- 
ter at 5:30 a.m. on Sunday Aug. 
12. Unfortunately the weather was 
bad and soon winds and thunder- 
storms forced us back in a moun- 
tainous region called Emigrant 
Pass, near Salt Lake. 


“ON MONDAY at 5:30 a.m., we 
made a second attempt with Rob- 
ert Davis, coach of the Colorado 
A & M College football team, who 
had been guiding the party but 
had been hospitalized.” 

“After six tries we landed in a 
40-yard clearing among many 
boulders, about three miles from 
Mrs. Lamon. We had flown

about 300 Reserve officers of other 
arms and services, on duty with 
CAMG* units, have been . trans- 
ferred to the new branch.

Transport Service Now, But 
MATS Is Combat-Ready 


By ROWLAND GOULD 


4 basa Super-Constellation slid through the night sky, 17,000 feet over the Pacific Ocean. 
- Seventy-eight passengers dozed in the reclining seats, refreshed themselves with coffee 
and sandwiches, glanced through magazines or talked quietly. 


It seemed a typical modern 
trans-Pacifie passenger flight. But 
there was a difference. 

This was a military mission. It 
was a test of the combat pre- 
paredness of the Military Air 
Transport Service. MATS is an 
Air Force-Navy team assigned the 
task of always being ready for the 
D-day mission of long-range air 
support. 

“Heavy air transport, over long 
distances. with its special equip- 
ment and special personne! skills, 
can’t be organized overnight,” is 
the theory behind MATS. “So we 
must operate the equipment, and 
train the crews, to be ready the 
instant we are needed.” And since 
the four-engine transports are 
maintained and flown, together 
with communications, weather 
and standby rescue services, they 
are used to transport Army, Navy 
and Air Fcrce personnel and their 
families about the Pacific. 

. * * 

THE SUPER-CONSTELLATION 
flight between Tokyo and Hickam 
AFB, Hawaii, is typical of the 
MATS formula combining, funda- 
mental combat readiness mission 
with the needs of traveling serv- 
icemen ahd their families. Tens of 
thousands of passengers fly month- 
ly over 30,000 miles of Pacific air 
routes operated by MATS. 

Modern; efficient air terminals 
—chiefly in Tokyo, Hickam - and 
Travis AFB, Calif—serve military 
passengers. Airline-style seats add 
comfort aboard the aircraft. Train- 
ed flight stewards minister to pas- 
sengers who include thousands of 
women and children. Wives’ vol- 
unteer groups operate snecial fa- 
cilities for transient families. 

There is continuing effort. to 
achieve maximum passenger com- 
fort without prejudicing the basic 
military mission. But the “luxur- 
ies” aboard the military aircraft 
must be designed for instant re- 
moval. A MATS Super Constella- 
tion can be stripped of seats with- 
in minutes. Terminals presently 
handling traveling servicemen in- 
stantly can process combat-ready 
troops; civilian luggage counters 
can handle war kits.

ABOARD that Super Constella- 
tion out of Tokyo were Mrs. Ed- 
ward S. DeLeon, and her two 
daughters. Donate Kay, 5 and 
Mary, 4. They were returning to 
the U.S. after a year in Japan 
where Army Lt. Col. Deleon had 
served with anti-aircraft units at 
Johnson AB. 


An Army family, the Deleons 
were aboard a MATS plane oper- 
ated by Navy Air Transport Sqd. 
7, based at Hickam AFB. 

A few days later, a Navy fam- 
ily, Mrs. Wm. Lee Jones, en route 
to join Chaplain (Lt.) Jones on 
Guam, left Travis AFB aboard a 
MATS Sirato-freighter flown by 
Air Force Air Transport Sqd. 75. 

While the DeLeons, the Jones 
and thousands of other service 
travelers were speeding to their 
destination via MATS, other MATS 
planes were flying support for 
world-ranging SAC bombers; or 
answering such special demands 
as support for the Bikini nuclear 
tests.

AND ALONG the main air 
routes were. flying huge C-124 
Globemasters carrying urgent 
mail, medicine and thousands of 





vital pieces of military equipment 
in MATS air freight service. 

For Mrs. DeLeon, the MATS 
service began at the Osaka Hotel 
in downtown Tokyo, where liaison 
teams from the three services 
work with personnel of the MATS 
1503d Air Transport Wing to proc- 
ess families entering and leaving 
Japan. Army, Navy and Air Force 
channels send MATS passengers 
either to the Osaka Hotel for tem- 
poraryWilleting or directly to the 
modernized Tokyo International 
Airport terminal. 

Veterans of Korea days no long- 
er would recognize the “old” 
Haneda terminal. Following trans- 
fer of civilian airlines to a new 
international air terminal arcoss 
the airport, MATS remodelled its 
terminal into a pleasant, efficient 
unit, Reminders that MATS serv- 
ices extend on through Southeast 
Asia are seen in the attractive 
wall photographs of points along 
the MATS “embassy run” termi- 
nating in far away Dharan, India. 

Courteous MATS personnel, and 
assigned Army, Navy and Air 
Force liaison teams, process pas- 
sengers through the necessary pa- 
perwork to sort out their flights 
and destinations. They handle 
more than 28,000 monthly in the 
peak summer months.

CO OF the 1503d Air Terminal 
Sqd., Lt. Col. Richard R. Gray, re- 
sponsible for the terminal and its 
facilities, explained its redesign 
to offer maximum convenience. 
Incoming and outgoing planes now 
park in areas reducing walks to 
and from the aircraft to a mini- 
mum. 


Among the most appreciated of 
the several lounge areas is the de- 
pendents’ lounge where a Japa- 
nese attendant and special facili- 
ties enable mothers to care for 
their children, prepare formulas 
and take a rest while waiting for 
flights. 

While passengers relax in the 
comfortable lounge chairs, flight 
crews clear with Traffic Control; 
Air Freight section puts aboard 
essential cargo, such as mail; 
Fleet Service cleans the aircraft, 
equips it with pillows and head 
rest covers; the inflight kitchen 
supplies box lunches, coffee and 
fruit juices; and maintenance per- 
sonnel help with the final safety 
checks. 

Then comes a “routine” flight 
to Midway — where local wives 
help families during the brief 
meal stopover — and Hickam AB. 
MATS operates three main routes 
in the Orient: a mid-Pacific route 
—Hickam. Midway, Tokyo; a cen- 
tral Pacific route—Hickam, “Wake, 
Iwo Jima and Tokyo; a southern 
route — Hickam, Johnston Island, 
Kwajalein. Guam and Manila.

AT HICKAM, the 1502d Air 
Transport Wing operation is first 
seen by the passengers through 
the terminal handling some 40,000 
“Transients” monthly under the 
administration of the 1502d Air 
Terminal Sqd. 

Heart of the busy, 24-hour term- 
inal for traveling families is the 
Dependents’ Travel Service lounge 
operated wives of ‘Hickam.

000 mothers and children used the 
lounge in its first year of opera- 
tion. Some 1300 diapers were sup- 
plied and 1000 cans of baby food 
‘sold.

As 
many .as eight children have ar- 
rived in one family and up to 45 
children on closely scheduled 
flights. The Hickam lounge in- 
cludes a TV set, playroom, semi- 
private dormitories and comfort- 
able rest and writing space.

AS AT ALL major MATS term- 
inal points, sponsors from among 
passengers on the same flight are 
assigned to accompany and assist 
mothers traveling alone with their 
children. The sponsors accompany 
the families through briefings, de- 
briefings and other necessary pro- 
cedures, and see that they are 
safely on the next leg of the jour- 





ney. 

In addition to its busy passen- 
ger sections, the Hickam terminal 
handles 1) million pounds of car- 
| go arid mail monthly. Future plans 
envision a new freight terminal; 
adding more loading gates and re- 
building the passenger counter to 
include more baggage weighing 
seales to cut processing time. 

Across another 2000 miles of 
water, the 150lst Air Transport 
Wing administers Travis AFB — 
gateway for the Far East and first 
glimpse of home for returning 
Asia hands. 

After a year in Japan, Mrs, De- 
Leon was looking forward to see- 
ing the new cars; color TV and 
“getting back to the American 
way of things?’ She tasted U.S. 
living again briefly in Hawaii, but 
it is Travis-AFB that gives the 
first real taste of home.

But it is a tribute to the MATS

Bud Shank 


By TOM SCANLAN 
YOU are stationed in Europe, here’s some good news: 
The Bud Shank Quartet will be on tour in Europe for three 
months or more in the very near future. 


Shank is unquestionably one of 
the best alto men in the business 
and he also is one of the foremost 
flute players in jazz. Others in the 
group are pianist Claude William- 
son, bassman Don Prell and drum- 
mer Chuck Flores. 

Bud was here in Washington re- 
cently and was anxiously looking 
forward to his first view of Europe. 
“It’s a wonderful opportunity for 
me,” he said. 

Meeting Bud for the first time, 
I was impressed by his modesty, 
sincerity and liberal approach to 
jazz. Although closely associated 
with modern movements in jazz, 
Bud enjoys many different kinds 
of jazz. He likes Dixie, if it’s good; 
and he géts a real boot out of the 
swing-era inspired approach of 
men such as’ Barney Kessel or 
Harry Edison. 

Like many other top reed men 
of today, he says his first influence 
was Lester’ Young. Others whose 
work have helped to form his ap- 

- proach to jazz include Lee Konitz, 
Charlie Parker and Art Pepper.

DOES BUD think jazz has really 
changed much, as some critics and 
musicians maintain? 

“People ask me that question a 
lot. But I don’t think jazz has 
changed too much. Ten, 20 or 30 
years ago, it was basically the same 
thing. The approach has changed 
somewhat but it’s still the same 
music. It has to swing,” he told me. 

To some, Bud is perhaps best 
known for his lively flute work but 
the man who is considered one of 
the leading jazz flute players (or 
flautists, if you will) is not en- 
tirely happy with his work on flute. 
The tone of the C-flute does not 
. satisfy him entirely and he wants 
t® experiment with the alto flute, 
as Herbie Mann has done. He likes 
the fuller, warm sound of the alto 
flute 


He began studying flute about 
ten years ago, about the same time 
Bob Cooper began working with 
aboe. But he still feels most at 
home with alto. Although he is 





also a capable tenor man, Bud is

SHANK seems very happy with 
his present group. “We enjoy 
working together and want to stay 
together,” he says. “Flores is really 
going to be one of the great drum- 
mers.

(Flores first gained national atten- 
tion. as a big band drummer with 
Woody Herman). 

The other men in the group 
hardly need any introduction to 
those who follow jazz closely. Both 
rank with the best. (Incidentally, 
Claude Williamson has shaved off 
that mustache).

NOT TOO LONG ago, Bud went 
on tour to Australia with Frank 
Sinatra and was amazed at the tre- 
mendous interest in jazz in that 
country. He hopes that Europeans 
like jazz as much. According to 
Bud, jazz societies, jazz disc jock- 
eys, and jazz enthusiasts are plenti- 
ful “Down Under.” 

Records have meant a great deal 
to Bud, but he is not sure that the 
great quantity of jazz records being 
released today is a good thing. 
Some companies release everything 
they record, as long as there-are 
some “names” on the date, he says. 

“But you don’t always make good 
records just by getting some good 
musicians together. The men have 
to be accustomed to playing with 
one another and have to feel right,” 
is Bud’s point of view.

Shank is from Dayton, Ohio, went 
to the University of North Caro- 
lina, and played with Charlie’ Bar- 
net and Stan Kenton before gain- 
ing national recognition (winning 
jazz polls and such) for his work 
on records and in the top jazz clubs, 
notably the Lighthouse, on_ the 
West Coast. He is 30 years old but 
looks considerably younger. You'll 
find his best recorded work on the 
Pacific Jazz label. 

If you like good modern jazz and 
have an opportunity to catch the 
Bud Shank Quartet, I recommend 
you do so.

The skin heconnes severely «in- 
flamed—teil, ‘swollen and. itchy. 
This is followed by both small and 
large blisters especially on the in- 
ner sides of the.arms. It is urgent 
to keep the hands away from other 
parts of the body especially the 
eyes, ears, mouth and genitals, 

If you “have accidently touched 
poison. ivy. but the rash has not yet 
‘formed, lathér: your body with yel- 
low laundry soap, rinse and lather 
again a few times. Do not use the 
soap if the rash has already ap- 
peared. Instead, dip a cloth in a 
solution of boric acid and apply it 
soaking wet to the rash areas. This 
will serve as emergency treatment 
until you can get to your doctor.

Job in Army Munitions Plant 
Among Safest in Country 


JOLIET, Ull.—The ammunition 
worker has one of the safest jobs 
in American industry, according to 
official 1955 statistics of the Na- 
tional Safety Council and the Army 
Ordnance Corps. 

A worker in one of the Army’s 
26 ammunition plants is only one- 
sixth as likely to be injured on the 
job as the worker in an average 
American industry. He is about 23 
times safer than a person engaged 
in coal-mining, lumbering or ma- 
rine. transportation. He is prob- 
ably five times safer at work than 
at home. He is four times more 
likely to be killed in a motor-ve- 
hicle accident than he is on his 
job. In fact, only one major U.S. 
industry—communications—has a 
better safety record than the Army 
ammunition industry. 

Sharing credit with Army Ord- 
nance for this safety achievement 
are 19 industrial firms which, un- 
der contract with the Ordnance 
Corps, operate 22 Army ammuni- 
tion plants. All the plants includ- 
ing four operated by the Army

R. G. Butler, commander of the 
Ordnance Ammunition Command 
at Joliet. 

During 1955 about 55,000 work- 
ers were employed in ammunition 
installations.

About 75 of these 
injuries were minor enough to per- 
mit the employee to return to work

Cc is somewhat difficult today to read business and financial 
comment these days without reading into it some degree 
of a political bias whether it is there or not.

body’s politics than with ordinary 


human greed. That was the specu-| 


lation as to how much “hogging” 
would happen as the price raises 
were passed on down the liné. For’ 
instance, maybe your favorite beer 
went up, as one popular brand did, 
15¢ a case. That would be less than 
$.006 a can if the retailer wasn’t 
looking for some ‘baksheesh for 
himself. . 

Of course you don’t care much 
if you are one of the consumers 
whose purchasing power helped 
boost. the national record to an all- 
time high in June, along with a 
similar peak reached by the value 
of goods and services. 

In analyzing the national produc- 
tion figures the Department of 
Commerce attrjbuted at least half 
of this year’s quarter-to-quarter in- 
crease, to rising prices rather than 
to a rise in the “real volume of pro- 
duction.” 

Consumers’ income, after taxes, 
in the first half of the year rose 7 | 
percent in current dollars. After | 
price adjustments the rise in 
eonsumers’ spendable income 
amounted to 6 percent. Over the 
same period total production went 
up 6 percent in dollar value and 4 
percent in actual physical produc- 
tion. 

Looked at from the standpoint of 
“scarcity versus abundance” it is 
argued that the consumer, because 
of his own past purchases, is able 
te exert restraint in purchasing 
against arbitrary inflationary price 


supply-and-demand brakes to the 
economy. 

One observer points out that the 
“creeping inflation” which is gen- 
erally admitted to be with us, so 
far hasn’t given the consumer the 
creeps for it is accompanied by a 
“creeping confidence” likewise on 
the creep. This is shown by the 
Federal Reserve figures on depart- 
ment store sales. When the line on 
the chart showing the drop in pro- 
duction reached its nadir during 
the steel strike, the department 
stores sales hardly sagged. The 
general trend was, and is, steadily 
upward.

ANOTHER evidence of confi-| 
dence. which is always pleasing to 
the party in power, is the willing- 
ness of the people to go into debt 
and the willingness of other peo- 
ple to lend money.

Army Scientists Capture 
Outer Space Air Samples 


WASHINGTON. — Army Signal 
Corps scientists have captured six 
bottles of air from the borderlines 
of outer space, the Department of 
the Army annouricéd last week. 

The scientists are from the Sig- 
nal Corps Engineering Laboratories 
at Fort Monmouth, N.J. 

These ‘only existing samples of 
pure air from very high altitudes 
of the upper atmosphere are ex- 
pected to help scientists unravel 
basic mysteries in rocketry and 
geophysics, New tests on the gases 
could pave the way for flights of 
future missiles, manmade moons 
and even space ships, all of which 
must pass at high speed through 
such high altitude air. 

The precious samples were col- 
lected 75 miles up by steel bottles 
inside the nose cones of two 20- 
foot Navy Aerobee rockets launch- 
ed from the White Sands Proving 
Ground, N.M. Several years ago 
similar samples were collected at 





somewhat lower altitudes and ana- 
lyzed. 
* . * 

THE SIX SPECIAL space bottles 
popped open one at a time as the 
rockets reached peak altitude, then 
snapped shut, each trapping eight 
quarts of the very thin air. 

The nose cones, with bottles, 
then parachuted to the New Mex- 
ico desert. The samples have been 
sent to laboratories at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan and the Max 
Planck Institute for Chemistry, 
Mainz, Germany. 

If the captured air could be 
sniffed, it would smell very much 
like clean ground air. It is so thin, 
however, that it could not support 
life. Compressed to the density of 
normal breathing air, the 48 quarts 
collected would take up less than 
one cubi¢ inch. 


A person sealed up in a room| ~ 


filled with this air would literally 
burst from internal body pressures.

FORT ORD, Calif —The_ ability 
to fly under adverse weather con- 
ditions with the aid of electronic 
navigatioral devices is the cur- 
riculum theme of the instrument 
flying school now being conducted 
here by the Army Aviation Sec- 
tion. 

Maj. Harold D. Flynn, Aviation 
Officer, reports, “The letter and 
spirit of Pentagon planning at this 
time is tc train all pilots to fly 
under instrument weather con- 
ditions.” 

Four pilots are presently en- 
rolled in the eight-week course 
which is being taught by instru- 
ment qualified aviators from the 
section. “Due to the limited en- 
rollment capacity of the Army In- 
strument Flying School at Fort 
Rucker, Ala.,” explained Flynn, 
“we have set up the 5th Div. Flight 
School tc qualify more instrument 
pilots as soon as practical.” 

* a a 


STUDENTS TAKING the course 
receive required ground schooling 
to cover the theory of instrument 
flying, and then instructional 
flights are made during which the 
theory is put into practice. Scope 
of the training includes take-off, 
route, and instrument let-down 
with all types of navigational aids. 

The navigational aids, utilizing 
various forms of radio communi- 
cation, include LFR, a low fre- 
quency range transmitter near a 
landing strip which sends out di- 
rection signals to guide the pilot 
into the runway. ILS, the instru- 
ment landing system, utilizes a 
transmitter at the end of the air- 
strip transmitting two beams di- 
rectly down the field. One signal 
controls the glide path of the air- 
craft while the second indicates if 
the plane is to the right or left 
of the runway. 

a * & 

VOR, very high frequency Omni- 
Range transmitter sends out mag- 
netic bearing signals in radials 
covering the full 360 degrees 
around the transmitter. The sig- 
nals are picked up by the plane’s 
radio receiver and transferred to 
a “course selector” on the ship’s 
instrument panel. Another radio- 
centered navigational aid used by 
the Army is the GCA, Ground 
Control Approach. With this sys- 
tem a radar unit on the ground 
picks up the plane on its viewing 
screen. and the radar operator 
“talks” the pilot down through 
the overcast. 

“In all instrument landing sys- 
tems,” cautions senior instrument 


instructor, Capt. Lloyd Smith, “it |- 
rainy cis savings to service folk.
